well as of the plunder which Lea had collected, 
was destroyed by cavalry, or thrown out of tho 
wagons to make room for the wounded whom Leo 
carried off from the buttle-Geld, Ho bad buried 
most of his dead of the first day's conflict at Gettys- 
burg. Tho remainder, together with those who 
foll on tho sccond and thind days of tho battle, in all 
4,500, were buried by tho victorious army. Many 
thoueand insurgents, wounded and captives, fell 
into the hands of General Meade. It is not doubt- 
cd that this eccond unsuccossful invasion cost the 
insurgents 40,000 men. Our own loss was severe, 
for the strife was obstinate and deadly. General 
Meade crossed the Potomac. Leo rotired again to 
Gordonsville, whero'he is now understood to be in 
front-of our forces. 

While tho stirring events which have bosn re- 
lated wore occurring in tho Kast and inthe West, 
General Roseorans advanced upon Bragg, who, 
with little fighting, hastily abandoned his for- 
tificd positions of Shelbyvillo and Tullahoma, 
in ‘Southern Tennessee, General Rosecrans 
took, and he yot holds them, while Bragg, with se- 
vere loss ino hurried rotreat, has fallen back to 
Chattanooga, It is understood that his army bad 
boon already much weakened by detachments sent 
from it to re-enforce Johnston, witha view toa 
raising of tho siege of Vicksburg. 

Tmust not overlook the operations of cavalry. 
Gen. Stoneman, in connection with the movement

John Morgan, hitherto the most succes 


moving northward, ond

two steamboats, with which ho crossed 
into Indiana, Thenco proceeding rapidly castward, 
subsisting on the country and impressing horses as 
his own gave out, ho traversed. portion of Indiana 
and nearly tho wholo breadth ef Ohio, destroying 
railroad stations and bridges, end plundering tho 
defenseless villoges. Tho people rallied to arms 
under tho calls of their Governers. Some of them 
occupied the most important points, whilo others 
barricaded tho roads or hung upon tho rear of tho 
intruders. Morgan found no disaffected citizens to 
recruit his wasted ranks, aud when ho reached the 
Ohio his forco was prevented from crossing by the 
gunboats ond driven backward with greatelaughter. 
His force was between 2,500 and 4,000 horse, with 
soyeral pieces of artillery, Only aomo 300 suc- 
in recrosaing tho Ohio and escaping into the 
wilds of Western Virginia, Many porished in 
battles ond skirmishes, and the remainder, inclad- 
ing Morgan hi hia prineipal officers, and all 
his artillery, wero finally captured by the 
National forces. An attempt bas just been mado by 
tho ineurgonts to inyado Eastern Kentucky, which 
probably was begun with a viow tomake a diversion 
in fayor of Morgan's escapo, but the forces, after 
penotrating as faras Lexington, bayo been routed 
by dotachmonts fiom Gon. Burnsido’s army, and 
pursued, with the capture of many prisoners and of 
all thoir artillery. 

This roviow of tho campaign shows thnt.no gredt 
progress bas been mado by our arms in tho cast. 
‘The opposing forces there havo been, too equally 
matched to allow great advantages to ucerne to 
cither party, whilo the necessity of covering tho 
National capital in all contingencies has constantly 
restrained our goncrals and forbidden such bold and 
dangerous movements as usually conduct to bril- 
linnt military success, In tho Weét, howeYor, tho 
results have been moro gratifying. Fifty thousand 
squaro miles have beon reclaimed from tho posses- 
sion of the insurgents, On referring to the annexed

Tho Proclamation suspending the Habeas 
Corpus is dated tho 16th of this present month, 
and is issued in pursuance of that provision of! 
tho Constitution which, in cases of rebellion or 
invasion, pormits the writ to bo suspended when 
the pablic safety reqnires it, ond in pursuaneo 
also of the act of Congress approved Murch 3, 
1863, expressly empowering the President with 
reference to tho prosent Rebollion and during 
its continuance to put in force the Constitutional 
safeguard. In the opinion of tho President the 
public safety requires that in tho cases of persons 
held under the military or naval authority of the 
United States, or in their onstody as prisoners 
of war, or as spies, or as soldiers drafted 
or enlisted, or as deserters, or for offenses under 
the Enrollmont act, the Habeas Corpus should 
oe suspended, and tho writ denied. And the 
President, therefore, snepends and denies the 
writ in such cases throughont the United States, 
and throughout the duration of the Rebellion, 
unless this Proclamation shall bo sooner modi- 
fied or revoked. Magistrates, attornoys and all 
othor civil officers, as well os thoso in the 
military and naval eeryice, ara required to take 
distinct notive of this suspension, and givo it 
full effect, and all citizens are to gover them- 
selves accordingly. 

No citizen of New-York neods to be told how 
urgent was the necessity for some decisive ac- 
tion on the part of tho Government at this mo- 
ment. Numbers of enlisted ond drafted men 
and of desorters have been daily discharged by 
writs of habeas corpus from State Courts, and 
the prospect was presouted that the Goyern- 
ment would finally, by euch moans, bo de- 
franded of the services of thousands of mon, in 
this city alone, to which it was rightfully en- 
titled.

Blunt in Arkansas, ‘That enterprising and 
capable commander was not long ago reported 
as being in a position from which retreat was 
impossible, and safety only to be expected by a 
neatly desperate offensive campaign. His com- 
munications were on a lino so extensive that 
their existonco was at tho mercy of a band of 
marauding guerzillas, while the enemy in front 
outnumbered him two to ono, Yet he has ex- 
tricated himself from this dilomma by a move- 
mont assucceasful as it was audacious, marohing 
two hundred and fifty miles in nino days, win- 
ning tio battles, and not merely seouring his 
own safety, but seising Perryville and Fort 
Smith, and reclaiming under National jurisdic- 
tion a hundred thousand square miles of terri- 
tory. Western Arkansas and the Indian Coun- 
try are subdued. A Rebel force, estimated at 
seyenteon thousand, remains to be conquered 
near Little Rook, but their utmost hope is to 
preserve adefensive position. Gen. Blunt has 
done his work in so thorough a manner that the 
fruits of his triumph are permanently in his 
bandg, and the possibilities of future success are 
all that could be desired. 

From Charleston there is no news of special 
importance later than tho capture of Forts 
‘Wagner and Gregg, excopt the repulse of a naval 
attack on Fort Sumtor, A boat party made an 
inoffectual attempt to carry tho Fort, but tho 
affair was badly managed, and resulted in a dis- 
astrous failure, with the loss of a large number 
of officers and men, killed, wounded, and cap- 
tured. A subsequent account that o white flag 
had been displayed from Fort Moultrie, and the 
capture of half of James Island, is disoredited 
by a later arrival direot from the barbor. No 
such events had taken place up to Saturday 
evening last.

marshal’s bacon. As om) — Tory minister— 
he justly carned tho hatred of the English peaplo; 
and in his decline he commanded respect only be- 
cause ho had lived so long that,his cotomporaries 
had forgotten his misdeeds, and another goucration 
bad grown up, too young to remembor anything but 
the famo of his gruat achievemonts. In ‘his last 
doys, in his last rides up Constitution Mill, Duke 
Arthur bad passed into the mythical state; and as 
a myth the mob capped and bowed the knee to him.

My informant tells me that meeting two eoldlors who 
were going to townon an errand, be recolved for an- 
swer to bis questions that thoy belonged to Col, Os- 
borne’s regiment from the West; that thoy had fought 
under Gen. Johnston, and wore now going to fight undor 
Gon.
